United States, 241,000,000 bushels 
The surplus in Russia is not known 
according to the statement, but it has 
been estimated that  1,157,400,000 
bushels has been harvested 

The figures given reflect the situa- 
tion during the month of December 
as far as foreign statistics are con-) 
cerned, while the situation In Canada | 
is covered up to the middle of Jan- 
uary. 

“Surveying world situation from a 
Canadian viewpoint, no marked in- 
crease in demand is visible,” the re- 
view states “Buropean countries 
apart from France, will not increase 
their imports to any great extent. It 
will be remembered, however, that

GERMANY'S POLICY 

“Germany's policy with regard to

good North American wheat cannot 
be imported at the very low price of 
65 to 75 cents per bushel.”

Summarized, the information con- 
veyed by the Prime Minister was sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Action will be taken by the gov- 
ernment at the forthcoming session 
in regard to a Canadian broadcast- 
ing policy.

Under the terms of the purchase, 
the Prime Minister declares in a 
statement issued, the Imperial Bank 
of Canada will “assume liability for 
all of the depos'ts and other obliga- 
tions of the Weyburn Security Bank 
thus placing tts entire resources be- 
hind such liabilities and assuring the 
depositors and all custumers of the 
Weyburn Security Bank unin‘errup- 
ted service with the aaded fac’ lities 
which the Imperial Bank of Canada 
with its Canadian-wide system of 
banks is in a position to place at their 
disposal”. 

Premier Bennett further states “the 
proposed purchase is based upon a 
cash payment by the Imperial Bank 
of Canada to the Weyburn Security 
Bank and the retention by the share- 
holders of the latter of certain of its 
assets, sufficient in all to represen’ 
the present paid-up capital of the 
bank, plus a substantial surplus”. No 
curtailment in any way of banking 
competition is involved, as the 30 
branches of the Weyburn Security

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SAFETY FIRST ON THE FARM 

At Regina it is suggested that a 
farmer who wishes to obtain a loan from 
the Saskatchewan Farm Loans Board may 
be required to keep enough livestock on 
the place to supply his fam‘ly with meat, 
dairy and poultry products. That would 
not of itself guarantee the prompt re- 
payment of the loan, But it would go a 
long way to guarantee that the family 
would still be on the farm when the loan 
fell due. 

It is significant of present conditions, 
and a promise of better things in future, 
that in the most exclusively wheat-grow- 
ng section of the wheat belt recognition 
is thus being given to the fact that safe 
and sane farming involves the keeping of 
live stock. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT 


Mr. Robert Gardiner, the newly elected 
president of the U. F. A., is a Scot, who 
came to Canada from Aberdeenshire near- 
ly thirty years ago. He is a successful 
farmer in the south-eastern part of the 
province, has been a member of the Do- 
minion parliament since 1921, and is the 
leader of the U. F. A. group in that body. 

What the election of Mr. Gardiner may 
imply in the way of a change in the policy 
of the U. F. A. as a political party, events 
will show. That there will be a change 
may be surmised from the circumstances. 
Hereafter the U. F. A. leader will speak in 
parliament as the direct and official rep- 
resentative of the province-wide organiza- 
tion, and not simply as the spokesman of 
a majority of the electors in one constitu- 
ency. 

Nine years in the House of Commons 
may have shown the U. F. A. leader the 
futility of playing a lone hand there, and 
the practical wisdom of acting in conjune- 
tion with the party which most nearly rep- 
resents his party's views on the tariff and 
other issues of major importance. If so, 
his election to the presidency may mark 
the becinning of a new alignment of poli- 
tical forces in the federal arena. 


MR. WOOD “RETIRES” 


The collapse of the wheat market has 
claimed another victim. To that—and to 
the reactions from it—is no doubt due the 
decision of Mr. H. W. Wood to relinquish 
the leadership of the U. F. A. to a young- 
er man, and to devote his whole attention 
to the task of extricating the Wheat Pool 
from the difficulties in which it has be- 
come entangled. From the course of 
events at the convention it is to be gath- 
ered that the change in leadership was a 
matter of arrangement, and that the “per- 
petual president” could have “stayed on 
the job” had he felt equal to the burden. 

His stepping aside marks the end of a 
career, in the leadership of a farmer or- 
ganization, that is without parallel in 
Canada, and perhaps has had no parallel 
anywhere in the world, For fifteen suc- 
cessive years Mr. Wood has been the 
“apostle” and propagandist of the U, F. 
A., a8 well as the presiding officer at its 
formal gatherings. Its success, in the 
political field and elsewhere, has been in 
large measure due to his driving force, 
and he quits the office apparently with 
the unshaken confidence of the member- 
ship. 

Withdrawal from the presidency of the 
U. F. A. does not mean that the veteran 
leader is retiring to private life. He is still 
head of the Wheat Pool, and will, it is un- 
derstood, remain such. That in the pre- 
sent circumstances is no sinecure. Nor is 
the moral responsibility of the position 
bounded by the interests of the Pool mem- 
bers. The province has guaranteed the 
Pool losses, which are understood to be 
heavy, and the taxpayers will have to 
make good unless Mr. Wood and those as- 
sociated with him can succeed in collect- 
ing enough from the future business of 
the Pool to wipe out the debt. That is a 
big enough job for a man who is seventy 
years old, r 

A CARNIVAL OF SPENDING 

Russia is just now indulging in the 
greatest splurge of capital expendi- 
ture in history. The sum of 64,000,000,- 
000 rubles, it is said, equivalent to 32,000,- 
000,000 dollars, is to be spent in the indus- 
trialization and mechanization of a coun- 
try that has hitherto been chiefly agri- 
cultural and that has done its farming by 
hand labor, horse labor and the most pri- 
mitive of implements. 

Great deposits of iron, coal, asbestos 


and manganese are being opened up; the 
vast timber resources of the country are 
| being exploited; electric generation plants 
are being built on large scale and in num- 
bers; a steel plant greater than that at 
| Gary is being creat 
factories are being built to rival in pro-

“five year plan” and as government un- 


dertakings. 

There is no unemployment in Russia. 
Why should there be? There was no un- 
employment in Edmonton in 1913, when 
this city was borrowing and spending 
capital at a proportionate rate. And in 
Russia the rule is enforced that those in 
the cities who do not work cannot get ra- 
tion cards, and those who do not present 
ration cards at the Soviet stores do not 
eat. 

Some nervous observers abroad see in 
this hectic development a growing men- 
ace to other countries, Canada included, 
They foresee “floods” of cheap Russian 
products pouring into foreign markets, 
dislocating industry, displacing industrial 
workers, ruining capital investments, and 
generally demoralizing the economics of 
the world. 

What the five year plan has actually 
shown thus far is that the Soviet can 
spend money like water when the money 
can be got, and that in the spending it 
can create vast mining and manufactur- 
ing enterprises. It is one thing to do that. 
It is quite another thing to operate the 
plants successfully. It is still another 
thine to find markets for their products. 

There is nothing in Moscow’s program 
to support the view that industrialized 
Russia will become a world menace. Other 
countries do not have to accept Russian 
products. If they refuse, what follows? 
That apparently is a question which the 
Red masters have decided to ignore. For 
the moment they are staging a carnival of 
expenditure, with all the spectacular ac- 
companiments. When the money is gone, 
the plants installed, and the spree end- 


ed, Russia is more likely to be a “menace” 
to the Soviet than to its neighbors.

SYMPTOMS OF DISEASE 


In yesterday's article I attempted to paint a pic- 
ture of perfect health. Without attempting to teach 
my readers to d.agnose their own troubles I will in 
today’s article describe certa.n conditions which in- 
dicate some deviation from the normal condition of 
perfect health, The reader may be suffering from 
some disorder: 4 

If the hair is falling out too rapidly. 

If the scalp is scaley or the hair has lost its lustre. 

If the hearing or eyesight is imperfect, 

If there are noises in the ears, 

If the eyelids are irritated or the whites of the 
eyes discolored by enlarged veins or yellow color, 

If the gums around the teeth are infiamed or 
there are any dead teath in the mouth which may 
have abscessed roots. 

If the skin is sallow, pimply, too pale, dry or 
scaley. 

if breathing is interfered with, elther in the nose 
or from fauliy chest expansion, 

If when resting the respiration or breathing time 
is more than 18 times a m.nute, or the pulse faster 
than 72 times per minute; or if the pulse is not ap- 
proximately four times the breathing rate. 

If the body is at any place unduly covered with 
fat or if one is thin and emaciated. 

If there is ditress after eating, 
gas and flatulence, 

If the mowels move only once daily, or the stool 
is too Liquid, too dry, or there is too much mucus, 

If the urine is cloudy, scant, dark colored or too 
copious. 

If there is not an urging appetite in the morning 
to eat breakfast and a strong desire for one or two 
other meals during the day. 

If the sleeping time is broken up by restlessness, 
dreams, nighumares or difficulty in breathing. 

If upon awakening one is not eager for work 
and anxious to atiack the problems of the day. 

If one has spells of nervousness, irritability, de- 
sire to avoid people and 4s intolerant of his friends’ 
views and act.ons, 

The above symptoms are some which are present 
in different disorders. If you have any of these con- 
ditions of which you are conscious you should at once 
have a good diagnosis made of your case and find out 
the reasons for any such deviation from the normal. 
4 not wait for such symptoms to clear up by them- 
selves, 

F.nd out what bad habits you are practising 
which produce such troubles which may not be dis- 
eases in themselves, but which may be warnings of 
disorders of a more serious nature which may be dif- 
ficult to cure if neglected for too long,

Abscessed Teeth 

Question: .Consiant Reader asks: “Can absceased 
teeth be cured by diet or medicine? Dentists 1 have 
consulted do not want to treat my abscessed teeth 
as the old-time dentists would do, but wish to ex- 
tract. They are good strong teeth in a prominent 
position in the mouth, and I dislike very much to 
lose them.” 

Answer: It . sometimes possible to cure abscessed 
teeth through dieting and the proper local treatments, 
It takes quite a long time, is necessarily expensive, 
and requires following the strictest kind of diet. The 
old-time dentist left too many abscessed teeth in, and 
the newer ones take too many dead teeth out which 
are not abscessed. If x-ray pictures show your teeth 
to be absee. od, either cure the abscess or have the 
teeth extracted; don’t let them remain in your mouth 
in their present condition,

James Hende son, “of Fordell,” was

He 
was Lord Justice and King’s Advoca‘e 
and received the Charter under the 
Great Seal. George Ierderson of the 


next generation was granted lands in 
the shires of Pife and Edinburgh by 
Queen Mary of Scotland, and his wile 
was one of the Queen's maids of honor 


Many gallant officers in the French 
and Danish wars were of Henderson

Hendersons in America were repre

The missionaries are not satisfied, 
however, according to word reaching 
the city from the northland, for there 
is a little joker in the agreement 
which wll seriously handicap effec- 
tive hunting of the wild buffalo. Only 
barren cows can be shot and the mis- 
sionaries wonder how they are going 
in the confusion of a hunt of 
bison, which are barren 


It is believed that there are now 
some 8000 buffa'o ‘n the northern 
park, which has been a sanctuary for 
the last six years, and in which all 
hunting and trapping ts tab >». A staff 
of buffalo rangers wateh the herds 
and keep them protected from pre- 
datory animals and humans, Few 
cases of poaching have been reported, 
however, al‘hough this may de no in- 
ditaction of whether it is go'ng on or 
not, for the park is the size of many 
a European kingdom 

The herd has been increased to its 
present sive through the moving of 
some thousands of the plains buffale 
from the Wainwright park to this 
area, where for some years, explore’s, 
trappers and mount'es, had known 
there was the last band of free buf- 
falo on the continent.
